The  ftre-depttruneni  wu  cmDed  cti 
ly  Friday  afternoon  when  Retideni 
Auniam  Joe  Sprinicr  uw 
cxNnms  out  of  the  door  frame  at  the 
entrance  to  Ahern.” 

According  lo  Let  Pely,  Supermicn* 
dent  of  Houung  at  Loyola,  conlrac- 
tort  from  LAS  WcUmg  were  wrUmg 
fraciuret  in  the  reinforcement  of  the 
iteel  frame  doon  when  the  tmolder- 
tng  began 

Pely  ukd.  “beat  from  the  welding 
machine  cauied  the  2t4  vtuddmg  that 
hoUi  the  door  together  to  ignite  and 
tmolder  ” 

Retidcnl  Aitttiant  Joe  Springer  of 
212  Ahem,  called  tccunty  at  I2;30 
bccauieof  the  imoke  "coming  out  of 
the  top  and  bottom  of  the  door.” 

According  lo  Springer,  the  man 
from  LAS  C'oniracton  tried  uruuc« 
cctifully  to  put  out  the  unokiering 
with  a pot  of  water.  Springer  raid 
that  iho  wat  only  "irriuitng  the

Officer  McNeil  from  Security  ar* 
rtwed^^^e  iceoiMi^  the  Arc 

then  caUed  Mari  broderkli,  area 
director  of  StcAuley  and  Ahem,  to 


inform  him  that  the  fire  depanraeni 
had  been  called. 

Springer  laid  he  aUo  wreni  through 
the  four  apartmenti  in  the  itatrwell 
to  inform  retidents  that  the  fire 
department  had  been  called. 

At  approiimaiety  1:15  four  fire 
truck!  from  the  Baltimore  City  Fire 
Department  arrived  at  Ahern. 
Firemen  began  chopping  through  the 
walJi  to  get  to  the  imoldering. 

Laura  Ruiemiller  of  Ahem  211 
had  called  Phyiical  Plant  at  approx- 
imately 11:30  that  morning  b^uie 
"the  apartment  wav  full  of  imoke 
that  burned  my  eyes.” 

According  to  Ruiemiller,  Phyiical 
Plant  told  her  that  there  wai  imoke 
"becauie  the  welderi  were  working 
on  the  door  frame”  and  that  it  "was 
not  harmful.” 

Lci  Pely  said  that  this  imoke  must 
have  been  coming  from  the  welding 
going  on  in  the  next  itairwell.  and 
that  the  smoldering  could  not  have 
been  going  on  that  long.” 

Pely  called  the  smoldering  "an  ac- 
cident.” He  said  it  could  only  have 
been  prevented  if  the  wall  had  been 
cut  out  before  the  welding.  "The

Loyola  College  students  who  excel 
in  academic  standing  are  eligible  for 
many  graduate  scholarships.  The 
scholarships  vary  in  certain  areas, 
but  a majority  enable  students  to 
stud)  abroad  for  one  academic  year. 

Sr.  Helen  Christensen.  R.S.M.. 
Chairman  of  the  National  Fellowship 
Committee  and  an  Advisor  for  Na- 
tional Fellowship,  heads  a committee 
ai  the  college  for  students  who  are  in- 
terested in  such  scholarships.  "Our 
committee  b more  than  willing  to 
help  students  that  are  interested  in 
achieving  such  status,”  explained 
Chrutensen 

Each  yar.  Christensen  seivds  let- 
ters out  to  Junion  who  could  be  eligi- 
ble for  such  scholarships  The  letters 
inform  students  of  opportunities 
available  and  encourages  students  to 
make  appoinimenis  with  the  commit- 
tee. Ch^ensen  explaioed  that  there 
has  been  much  succcu  for  those  who 
plan  ahead.  “The  winners  of  these 
scholarships  have  done  a lot  of 
preliminary  work,  this  it  a very  time 
consuming  process.” 

Most  of  the  scholanhips  require 
students  to  write  two  or  three  essays 
according  to  Chrutensen.  "These  are 
not  the  type  of  essays  that  one  tits 
down  the  night  before  aad  types  out. 
a kM  of  hard  work  h mvoKed  here.” 
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Sr.  Helen  abo  explained  ihai  the 
committee  deals  with  the  scholarship 
committees  because  most  organiza- 
tions will  not  deal  with  anyone  on  a 
personal  basis.  "They  want  a 
scholarship  committee  from  each  col- 
lege to  help  prepare  the  students  so 
that  the  final  crop  is  ihc  best 
available,”  replied  Christensen. 

One  particular  Kholarship  that 
works  well  with  Loyola  is  ihc  Rhodes 
Scholarship.  “The  Rhodes  commit- 
tee is  a group  of  very  cooperative 
people,  they  realize  we  have  a very 
creditable  process  and  usually  listen 
to  our  committee,”  said  Christensen. 

A Rhodes  Scholar  is  selected  for 
"possessing  excellence  in  qualities  of 
mind  and  of  person  which  together 
offer  promise  of  effective  service  to 
the  world  in  decades  ahead,"  accor- 
ding to  a brochure  on  the  scholar- 
ship. Scholars  arc  rewarded  with  two 
year  programs  for  study  at  the  Col- 
leges of  Oxford  in  England.  Accor- 
ding to  Chnstensen,  Loyola  has  more 
contracts  with  the  Rhodes  Scholar- 
ship than  any  other  one  offered. 

A number  of  other  schotvships 
are  offered  also.  The  Fulbnghi 
Grants  are  availabe  for  most  Euro- 
pean Countries  and  many  African. 
Asian,  and  Latin  American  nations. 
“The  Fulbright  Scholarships  give  the 
U.S.  student  the  opporiuniiy  to  live 
and  study  in  a foragn  country  for 
one  academic  year  and  to  i/Krcase 
mutual  uodersunding  between  the 
people  of  the  U.S.  and  oiher  coun- 
tries through  (he  exchange  of  per- 
soes,  knowledge,  and  skilb,”  accor- 
ding to  (he  Fulbright  handbook. 
Oil^  popular  scholarships  mckidc 
the  MeOon  FeSowshipt  t^  invoKe 
siud«s  m parts  o>  the  U.S.  and 
Canada,  the  IntemaxionaJ  Feflowshtp 
Program,  and  the  Marshall  Schoter- 
sbips  which  tovoKe  Britain.  Harry  S. 
Truman  SchobrshgM  are  offered  for

The 
fundraising  campaign  begun  official- 
ly on  October  3.  the  35ih  anniversary 
of  Eta  Sigma  Phi  ul  Loyola  College.

Daly  IS  a product  of  Jesuit  educa- 
tion. attending  u private  Catholic 
high  school  and  Hois  Cross  College 
in  Worchester,  Massachiisetts.  He 
received  his  doctorate  from  Harsard 
University.  He  indicated  that  he 
believes  in  the  Jesuit  educational 
system,  and  he  believes  that  it  is  a 
"duty  of  the  teacher  to  repay  the  nt- 
leniion  he  received  while  in  school.” 
He  added  that  he  feels  that  Loyola 
College  m llnitimorc  is  easily  the 
"best  of  the  four  Loyola*,”  (the 
other  three  arc  1 oyolu  University  in 
C htcagu,  Loyola  University  in  New 
Orleans,  and  Loyola  Maiymouiit  in 
Los  Angeles). 

I'uiurc  Classics  Deparimcnt  csciits 
include  u lecture  on  Ancient  Studies 
given  jointly  by  Johns  Hopkins  and 
Loyola,  u lectureship  on  Rhetoric, 
and  a colloquium  on  "Mythic 
Iranslnrmuliuns”.

Daly  said  that  he  is  looking  for-

Daly  initiated  the  fundraiser  when 
he  arrived  at  Loyola  last  year,  after 
teaching  at  Loyola  University  in 
Chicago.

Due  lo  cuts  in  the  ASLC  budget, 
students  in  the  freshman, 
sophomore,  and  junior  classes  will 
have  to  begin  payngSIO  for  a copy  of 
the  yearbook. 

Said  Eileen  Kennedy,  editor  of  the 
Evergreen,  “I'm  really  upset  that  we 
have  lo  charge,  but  there’s  no 
avoiding  it  because  of  the  cut  in 
funds.”

Loy\sla  has  an  esiahlivhcd  pre  law 
program  that  -Vhromaiits  bclieses  has 
hcIpesJ  students.  "I here  iccms  to  be 
a asnnection  bcisscen  those  who  par- 
(u'lpatrd  in  the  progiam  and  those 
accepted  into  law  icIuhiI.  Of  the  35 
'ludents  who  pariicipaied  m the  pro- 
gram to  "a  greater  or  lesser  degree'*, 
25  were  acvcpicd  into  one  or  more 
law  schiHsIs  last  year.  That  is  a 71  per 
cent  success  rate  .ts  cs'mparcd  to  32 
per  cent  siK\-ess  rate  lor  non- 
pariicipants.  These  figures  are  Irom  a 
report  sent  to  1 oyola  bs  a law  school 
admissions  council. 

It  IS  not  only  Loyola 
undergraduates  that  comprise  these 
statistics  - it  includes  alumni  as  well. 
Alumni  arc  also  recommended  by 
I oyola  for  law  school.  This  is  one 
positive  aspect  of  Loyola  In 
Abromaitis’  opinion;  ‘'Loyola 
doesn't  forget  about  students  when 
ih^  leave.'' 

The  schools  by  which  Loyola 
students  are  accepted  are.  according 
to  Abromaitis,  very  reputable.  Last 
year  two  I oyola  students  received 
scholarships  to  Duke  University  and 
Georgetown.  Other  schools  that  ac- 
cepted Loyola  students  into  their  law 
programs  include  Fordham,  George 
Washington  and  Yale.  Each  year 
many  Loyola  students  got  to  the 
University  of  Mnrylanu  and  the 
University  of  Ballimore,  most  likely 
because  of  their  kKiiiion.  Ahromaiiis 
also  mentioned  that  there  is  rarely  a 
year  that  a l.oyulu  siiidenl  doesn't  at- 
tend Catholic  University  for  law 
school. 

I aw  schools  ore  looking  for 
students  with  high  G-R  A-'s  • most 
want  students  with  averages  between 
3.6  and  4.0.  Some  law  schools  will 
accent  as  low  as  a 3.2,  taking  into 
consideration  possible  factors  such  as 
a bad  freshman  year. 

Not  only  must  students  posKsi  o 
high  Q.F.A.,  they  must  be  involved 
in  exirucurricular  or  community  ac- 
tivities. As  Ahromalilt  points  out, 
'The  cream  of  the  crop  of  every 
school  is  applying  to  law  school. 
They  want  to  see  what  makes  you 
different."

Tha  commiitmenf  ii  very  uroog  at  Loyola  today.  Or  at  least  it 
ihould  be  for  the  past  two  yean.  Fr  Selhngcr  has  made  euro 
ffenonala  the  focal  poiru  of  ha  faculty  address.  Thu  a also  «hy 
thu  year  has  been  declared  "The  Year  of  the  Commuter." 
Because  of  Loyola's  rcsidenital  gro*ih.  the  administration 
doesn't  •aru  its  commuter  students  to  fed  secondary. 

But  there  seems  to  be  some  friction  between  Fr.  Sellinger’s 
words  and  the  controversy  surrounding  Residence  Life  of  last 
year.  Housing  selection,  damased  Resident  Assatanis.  and  un- 
comfortable deadlirscs  for  housing  deposits  caused  so  much  ten- 
sson  among  the  residents  last  year,  that  they  united  and  demand- 
ed action 

Students  met  a brick  wall  m trying  to  get  arawers  from 
ResidetKe  Life  coiKerning  the  dismissed  R.A  and  as  for  the 
late  housing  deposits,  students  were  pul  on  a wailing  lat.  The  in- 
consistency between  cura  pmonolu  and  these  events  a con- 
sidaable  The  "restricted"  McAuley  Hall  did  not  portend  better 
things  for  the  new  year.  But  the  heart  of  this  situation  may  lie  in 
what  could  be  a matter  of  adminatrative  inconsuiency.  Present- 
ly RetiderKe  1 ife  a in  the  department  of  Administration  and 
Finance  This  seems  to  contradict  the  idea  of  euro 
pertonalii  Why  isn't  it  in  the  department  of  the  Provost  like  Stu- 
dent Development?  Whereas  the  characleratics  of  Administra- 
tion and  Finaiwe  are  rigid  and  impersonal.  Student  Development 
would  seem  a more  likely  brother  for  RevidenceLife  under  the 
paterrul  offK'C  of  the  Provost. 

In  paying  about  SIO.OOO  to  attend  Loyola,  we  expect  certain 
things  in  our  "contract."  We  expect  a close,  personal,  social  en- 
vuonmeni  We  expect  administrators  to  be  sensitive  to  Fr.  Sell- 
tnger's  insistence  on  cura  penortaln’  Vtc  don't  expect 
bureaucratic  barriers  or  the  cold,  faceless,  mandates  of  a large 
school's  administration,  where  viudenis  are  numbers  , not  in- 
dividuals W'e  pay  for  euro  personals  and  we  expect  it.  In  fact, 
as  a K'hool  that  a 75^  tuition  based.  Loyola  cannot  afford  to 
produce  a compromised  product.  Students  come  to  Loyola  Col- 
lege because  they  see  a personal,  intelligent  community.  What 
makes  l.oyola  a special  school  is  its  community  spirit.  In  light  of 
this.  The  Orren  d Crri  encourages  communication  between  the 
administration  and  the  students  W'e  invite  controversial  policies 
to  be  explained  and  even  debated  in  the  "campus  voice."

ed for  commuters.  What  was  more 
disturbing  was  that  when  1 came  out 
of  my  cla.ss,  almost  three  hours  later. 
the  cars  were  still  (here,  unticketed. 

One  of  the  compromises  offered 
during  the  meetings  between  students 
and  security  wav  a shuttle  bus  scrsice 
between  Loyola  and  the  Cathedral 
parking  lot.  This  alternative  would 
be  completely  acceptable  if  the  rest  of 
(he  campus  parking  was  used  in  good 
faith.  Why  should  one  student  drive 
downtown  when  one  faculty  member 
has  made  him/herself  comfortable  at 
(he  commuter's  expense? 

Another  problem  is  the  use  of 
commuter  parking  spaces  for  loading 
and  unloading  equipment.  When  the 
bank  machine  was  undergoing 
finislung  touches,  the  ten  spots 
allotcd  for  students  on  Bunn  Drive 
were  reduced  to  seven.  (Remember. 
Bunn  Drive  is  as  close  to  a classroom 
most  commuters  can  park  on  Loyola 
properly.)  Repairmen  and  some 
members  of  security  occasionally 
park  in  commuter  spaces  in 
.Millbrook  House  parking  lot,  or  at 
least  block  the  cars  of  commuters 
anxiously  trying  to  get  to  work  or 
home 

Since  the  faculty  has  now  recessed 
electronic  gates  that  only  open  with 
corraponding  cards,  the  scrutiny  of 
faculiy/pasonnel  offenders  should 
be  haghtened,  not  relaxed  on  the 
assumption  t)ui  membas  of  the  ad- 
ministration will  always  follow  rules. 
Any  off-campus  sehklri.  such  as 
repairmen,  delivery  men,  or  other 
pasons  frequently  on  campus  should 
still  be  made  aware  of  the  available 
spaces  for  them  and  ifaoruld  not  V 
allowed  to  funha  uKoovenience  tbe 
students  of  Loyola.

Loyola's  development  campaign. 
••FulfiUing  the  Vuion:  The  Cam- 
paign for  Loyola  College  in 
Maryland, ” was  recently  complete, 
with  toi^  pledges  of  over  S14 
ffliilioQ.  electing  both  the  original 
goal  and  the  expanded  goal.  The 
campaign,  which  was  scheduled  to 
last  from  January  I9S4  to  January 
1997.  was  completed  in  two  and  a 
half  yean,  six  months  ahead  of  its 
goal.  The  SI4  million  included  both 
private  and  corporate  gifts. 

According  to  Robert  Sweeney. 
Vice  President  for  Development  and 
PublK  Relations,  a campaign  that 
concluded  in  1980  was  the  largest 
prior  to  thb  one.  It  brought  in  S8 
million,  with  a $2.5  million  state 
capital  grant.  This  lime  there  was  no 
state  support. 

The  recent  campaign  begw  with  a 
goal  of  $10.3  million,  with  »8  million 
allocated  to  the  endowment  fund  and 
$2.3  million  to  annual  giving.  The 

Soal  was  eventually  expanded  to 
12.6  million. 

According  to  Mr.  SMceney.  all  but 
$200,000  was  raised  in  face  to  face 
meetings.  This  personal  contact  has 
been  an  extremely  successful  way  of 
rauing  funds.  Ve^  often  the  solicitor 
and  the  donor  share  a common 

8 round,  such  as  serving  on  a board  of 
irecton  together.  Though  there  was 
no  direct  mail  solicitation,  a 
phonathon  was  used  to  obtain  dona- 
tions from  smaller  donors.  One  seg- 


The  final  amount  raised  was 
$14,342,905.  including  $11,252,704 
for  the  Endowment  Fund  and 
S3.090.i0l  for  annual  support.  Thb 
exceeded  the  expanded  goal  by 
$1,742,905.  Of  ine  total  pledged. 
S9.434.494  has  been  received  so  far. 
with  ouutandiM  pledges  payable 
within  three  to  five  years.  Most  will 
be  paid  by  19^. 

The  lead  corporate  gift  came  from 
(he  United  States  Fidelity  & Guaran- 
ty Company.  Mhich  gave  $500,000. 
Thb  represented  a substantial  in- 
crease from  its  previous  gift  of 
$50,000.  Other  subsiintial  gifts  in- 
cluded those  from  the  National  En- 
dowment for  the  Humanities,  the 
Julio  family.  Baltimore  Gas  & Elec 
trie  Company.  Equitable  Bancorp. 
Black  Si  Decker,  and  Noxell. 

The  endowment  is  broken  down 
into  four  areas.  The  Center  for  the 
Humanities  Endowment  b used  for  a 
humanities  chair,  honors  program, 
vbiling  lecturers.  Young  Scholars 
Program,  and  course  development. 
Us  campaign  goal  was  $2,000,000. 

The  Engineering/ Computer 
Science  Endowment  began  with  a 
goal  of  $1,000,000,  to  be  used  for  an 
endowed  chair  and  scholarships  and 
financial  aid. 

The  School  of  Business  and 
Management  Endowment  is  used  for 
faculty  development,  scholarships, 
endowed  chairs,  and  computer 
equipment.  Its  goal  wav  $5,000,000. 

The  remaining  endowment  money 
will  be  pul  toward  the  Miscellancouv 
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ment  of  the  phonathon  targeted 
1.000  people  considered  to  have  a 
good  potential  to  give.  Another  seg- 
ment. the  Evergreen  Fund,  largely 
parents,  undergraduate  alumni, 
graduate  alumni,  friends,  corpora- 
tions. and  foundations. 

One  method  of  giving  b the  con- 
cept of  planned  gifts.  Under  thb  con- 
cept someone  donates  an  asset  to  the 
college  which  b then  sold.  The  per- 
Yon  m turn  receives  a guaranteed 
lifetime  income  from  the  benefits  of 
the  investment  proceeds.  Donors  also 
beneni  from  substantial  tax  benefits. 
Mr.  Sweeney  said  that  giving  has 
become  much  more  sophbiicaied 
than  before,  but  most  give  primarily 
to  support  the  college.  Methods  of 
giving  include  cash,  marketable 
secuniies,  corporate  gifts,  and  mat- 
ching gifts. 


Endowment  and  Special  Projects 
fund.  The  funds  that  were  raised  over 
and  above  the  goal  were  pul  in  this 
fund.  It  will  be  used  for  scholarships, 
faculty  development,  special  pro- 
jects. renovation  of  the  Alumni 
Memorial  Chapel,  and  renovation  of 
the  Andrew  While  Student  Center.

He  also  credited  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  especially  Jack  Mosely, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  and  Chief 
Executive  Officer  of  U.S.F  St  G.  and 
national  chairman  of  the  develop- 
ment campaign,  for  their 
efforts.

If  you’re  looking  for  a career  that  vsill  win  you  the  respect  <ind  ndmira- 
tion  of  the  public,  steer  clear  of  advertising.  ^ 

Scarcely  anyone  has  a good  word  lo  say  uboiii  nd  executives.  I hey  vc 
been  pilloried  in  prim  and  saliri/ed  on  the  silver  screen.  I ven  lawyers  mnv 
rank  higher  in  public  esteem,  At  best,  they  are  seen  us  siiperriiious;  at 
worst,  they  arc  diabolic  rogues  out  to  brainwiish  gullible  con-siimers, 

A recent  speaker  at  loyoln,  denouncing  "the  lytunny  of 
Consumerism.”  blamed  lurid  and  Irresponsible  adveritving  for  debusing 
our  entire  culture.  Most  ucudcmics  would  not  go  quite  that  fnr.  but  many 
have  reservations  about  some  types  of  advertising. 

Often  a distinction  is  made  between  ■’Informuilve"  and  “iion- 
informative”  ads.  The  former  arc  thought  A-OK  because  (by  dcntiillon) 
they  convey  something  useful  lo  consumers;  specific  information  about  the 
price,  availability,  or  proper  usage  of  a product.  '‘Non  informaiivc”  ads, 
on  the  Ollier  hand,  ore  viewed  with  suspicion  bccuuvc  they  convey  only 
vague  "images"  about  u product-ond  these  imuges  arc  often  seen  av  at- 
tempts to  brainwash  or  seduce  consumers. 

Clearly,  informative  ads  do  benefit  consumers,  With  print  or  broudciist 
ads  telling  consumers  what  is  available  and  at  what  price,  comparison 
shopping  is  easier  and  less  costly.  Mony  studies  have  shown  that  such 
advertising  lowers  prices  by  facilitating  competition  among  sellers.  And 
ads  that  demonstrate  how  u product  shouto  he  u*ed--or  not  UMd--cun 
i enhanewtha  value  of  a ptotlue*  aa  wfalU  -■ r 

But  Just  as  clearly,  a large  Iruciiun  oi  the  ads  on  TV,  radio,  or  in  print 
contain  little  or  no  information  about  such  thing*.  This  "Image  advertis- 
ing" is  generally  thought  to  be  cither  iinnccctsory  or,  fur  worse,  a blatant 
attempt  to  condition  consumers  to  buy  goods  that  arc  really  unwanted. 

In  the  latter  view,  consumers  are  putty  in  the  hands  of  dcvloii*  and 
amoral  ad  execs;  all  image  advertising  Is  anoliempi  to  creole  "false  wants" 
in  the  minds  of  malleable  buyers.  But  if  ii’»  so  easy  to  brainwash  con- 
sumers, why  isn’t  eseryonc  doing  it?  If  slick  ad  campaigns  could  guarantee 
the  commercial  success  of  shoddy  or  useless  products,  such  bad  products 
would  (following  Gresham's  l aw)  soon  drive  out  the  good. 

And  if  the  desire  for  such  things  as  designer  jeans  or  cosmetics  Is  the 
result  of  brainwashing,  one  must  explain  why  the  same  desires  cxisl--cvcn 
more  inicnsely--in  the  Soviet  Union.  Folks  in  the  Workers'  Paradise  have 
never  been  exposed  to  the  subversive  ads  of  a Calvin  Klein  or  Gloria 
Vanderbilt,  yet  many  are  willing  to  pay  stupendous  prices  (on  the  black 
market)  lo  obtain  their  goods. 

But  if  consumers  really  arc  sovereign,  why  spend  all  that  money  on 
image  advertising?  If  brainwashing  doesn’t  wurk-  ai  least  in  the  great 
majority  of  cases-ll  sure  seem*  wasteful  lo  try.  Su  what  Is 
"noninformative"  advertising? 

Simple.  Observe  first  that  consumers  can't  possibly  ascertain  Ihe  quality 
of  many  goods  prior  to  purchase.  Without  performing  u chemical  anajysl*. 
It’s  impossible  to  know  whether  the  pills  in  u bottle  labeled  "aspirin"  will 
alleviate  a headache:  without  having  un  engineer  u(  your  side.  It's  imposs- 
ible (ot  you  to  tell  whether  the  shiny  car  m (he  showroom  will  last  l.(K)() 
miles  Of  KXJ.OOO. 

You'd  like  some  assurance  (hot  the  goods  you  buy  will  rncci  your  expec- 
tations. Advcrllsing--even  the  non-Informalive  kind  -providcs  It  flic  key 
is  to  realize  that  advertising  creates  an  assei--lhr  marketing  types  call  it 
"brand  awafeness""lhBt  consumers  carry  around  in  their  headi.  So  it’s 
and  asset  that  consumers  control  completely,  and  it's  a dcprccluble  asset.  If 
consumers  are  disappointed  in  the  level  of  quality  they  receive,  they'll  not 
buy  the  good  again-  and  the  producer’s  advertising  Invcsimcni  will  become 
worthless. 

In  effect,  this  investment  in  aJveritsing  is  both  a signal  to  consumers  dial 
the  producer  plans  to  be  around  for  the  long  haul  li  e.,  is  not  a "fly-by- 
night"  seller)  and  collateral  that  will  be  forfcilcd  if  ihc  product  is  disap 
pointing  Thus,  even  "non-informaiive”  ads  convey  useful  information  to 
consumers:  that  the  seller  has  the  appropriate  inccniivr  lo  produce  a 
quality  product. 

Of  course.  not  all  ad  cxcc  under 
stand  this  Some  even  think  the  ”ad  game”  consists  of  brainwashing  and 
subliminaliy  veduemg  consumers  Bui  whether  they  realize  it  or  not.  they 
produce  image  advertising  that  has  value  to  consumers  And  the  best  ones 
do  this  in  a way  that  mmlmi/es  consumers'  coils  of  gelling  the  message  by 
making  ads  entertaining  as  well  as  informative. 

So  the  bottom  line  is  that  gcKXt  ad  execs  really  are  productive  members 
of  society.  But  don't  spread  ii  around-pcople  will  think  you’re  crazy.

-“No.  no  - don't  tell  me  - let  me 
guess  • you  have  to  go  to  work, 
fight?” 

•“Actually.  I just  got  back  from 
work  and  I really  need  to  catch  a 
few  good  m’s." 

Talk  to  the  people  around  you 
and  you’re  likely  to  find  that 
several  or  possibly  all  of  them 
have  part-time  jobs.  But.  chat  a 
little  more  and  you  may  find  that 
although  many  of  them  like  their 
Jobs,  most  long  to  have  a really 
‘good*  Job.  W'hat  constitutes  a 
good  job,  you  ask?  Most  students 
will  agree  that  a really  'hot'  part- 


time  )ob  consuls  of  getting  good 
pay  (usually  SS  to  $8  per  hour),  a 
flexible  Khedule,  and  experience 
they  can  use  later  in  their  careers 
or  on  resumes. 

The  type  of  jobs  that  students 
have  will  often  correspond  with 
their  year  in  college.  Freshmen 
and  sophomores  tend  to  lean 
towards  jobs  that  earn  ihem  gas 
money,  party  money,  or  just  some 
‘slash-cash*  for  those  sudden 
splurges.  They  are  most  frequently 
found  in  Friendly's  Ice  Cream 
stores,  delivery  pizzerias, 
restaurants,  clothing  stores,  and 
department  stores. 

Juniors  and  seniors,  on  the 
other  hand,  are  more  likely  to  be 
found  pursuing  part-time  employ- 
ment that  gives  them  some  type  of 
career  experience.  Education  ma- 
jors can  ^ found  looking  for  jobs 
being  a paid  teacher’s  helper.  A 
biology  major  may  be  looking  for 
part-time  employment  in  a lab  do- 
ing research.  A communications 
major  may  be  found  working  for  a 
radio  or  television  station.  And  a 
business  or  accounting  major 
might  be  found  looking  at  banks 
and  accounting  firms  for  jobs. 

“The  type  of  job  you  have  Is 
not  that  important,"  according  to 
Mary  DeManss,  from  Career 
Planning  and  Placement.  "The 
fact  that  you  have  a job  shows 
that  you  are  responsible  and 
reliabU,  which  makes  you  more 
marketable,"  said  DeManss. 

Truly  "Hot  Jobs’*  are  few  and 
far  between,  according  to  most 
Loyola  students  who  were  asked. 
But  they  are  out  there.  One  stu- 
dent who  works  for  Household 
Finance  claims  to  have  a good  job. 
She  is  a Customer  Service 
Representative.  She  doesn’t  have 
to  work  weekends,  gels  good  pay. 
and  has  flexible  hours,  Another 
student  works  at  Friendly's  Ice 
Cream  as  a waitress.  She  is  a 
supervisor  and  says  the  hours  arc 
flexible  and  the  tips  are  excellent. 
Still  another  student  says  he  has  a 
“great"  job  at  an  accounting 
firm.  Hu  hours  arc  flexible, 
although  he  does  have  to  work  20 
hours  a week.  Accounting  is  his 
major  so  the  experience  is  ex- 
cellent, and  he  makes  $5.25  an 
hour. 

Some  people  will  admit  that 
they  chanced  upon  their  'great' 


job,  or  were  at  the  right  place  at 
the  right  time.  Mom.  however, 
went  hunting  or  at  least  did  vomc 
searching  before  Imding  their 
jobs. 

One  giKsJ  place  to  look  is  the 
third  floor  bulletin  board  in 
Maryland  Hall.  Between  classes 
one  can  always  find  a small 
gathering  of  people  around  the 
board  checking  for  new  oppor- 
tunities that  .ire  listed  daily. 


Another  possibility  is  getting  m 
- touch  with  the  Career  Planning 
and  Placement  office.  Register 
with  Mary  DeManss  and  she'll 
keep  an  eye  and  car  out  fur  you. 
But  don't  just  sit  buck  and  wail 
for  the  offers  to  come  pouring  in. 
“A  lot  dejsends  on  the  individual. 
The  student  has  to  apply  for  Ihc 
jobs  and  show  the  enthusiasm.'* 
says  DeManss.  Whui  she  will  do  is 
keep  you  prepared.  Sign-up  and 
gel  involved  in  the  Resume 
Writing  and  Job  Interviewing 
Workshops  offered  by  Career 
Planning  and  I’laccmeni. 
DeManss  especially  suggests  atten- 
ding the  Job  Search  lor  Liberal 
Arts  Majors  V^urkshop  that  will 
be  held  sometime  near  the  end  of 
October. 

Another  place  to  check  for  part- 
time  jobs  • particularly  for  ones  in 
you  major  - would  be  with  the 
department  head  for  your  major. 
Companies  tomciimcs  vend  them 
information  pertaining  to  a go6d 


job  ot  ask  them  to  recommend  a 
good  student  for  a part-time  posi- 
tion. Dcp.irtmeni  heads  and/or 
your  advisors  may  be  able  to  refer 
you  to  companies  which  generally 
tend  to  hire  siudcnis. 

And  still  another  alieni.ilive 
would  be  to  write  and/or  call  com- 
panies on  your  own,  or  look  tii  the 
newspaper  under  part-time 
employment. 

Sm.illcr  companies  appear  to  be 
Ihe  employers  ol  many  students.

The  students  rated  piua  quality  in 
five  different  caiegones  on  a scak  of 
Mo-IO,  with  ten  ^ing  the  best.  The 
categooes  were:  cheese,  sauce,  crust, 
ovei^  taste  and  appearance.  In  each 
category,  a mean  average  was 
calculated  from  individual  scores. 

The  students  judged  Puza  Plus  the 
best  m quality  with  a total  taste  score 
of  7.g  The  paiKl  praised  the  puza 
for  US  generous  amount  ol  cheese 
rvd  pleasant  misiure  of  spices. 

Pizza  Plus  also  provided  the  fastest 


service,  taking  only  22  minutes  from 
the  tuxK  the  ofd»  was  placed  to 
defavery. 

Small  pizzas  at  Ptz/a  Plus  cost 
S4.T9  and  large  pizzas  cost  7.49.  Ex- 
tn  loppings  cost  79  cents  on  the 
small  sue  and  SI  09  oo  the  Urge 

The  student  panel  ranked  Pu- 
taboU's  sccood  with  an  average  total 
score  of  7.3.  According  to  (he 
pancUsu.  of  the  best  features  of  the 
puza  was  the  sauce.  The  students  en- 
joyed the  moderate  amount  of  spKes 
to  the  sauce. 

PuzaboL's  delivery  time  was  30 
minutes. 

Pizzaboli's  charged  the  highest 

firices.  A small  puza  cost  S4.95  and  a 
arge  pizza  cost  S7.50.  (These  pri.n 
are  reduced  considerably,  howeser. 
with  the  discounts  offered  in  the  stu- 
dent newspaper).  A sarieiy  of  evtra 
toppings  cost  90  cents  each.

Domino's  delivery  time  was  30 
minutes  and  (he  costs  were  (he  same 
as  Pizza  Plus 

Demcin's  ranked  next  among  the 
panebsu.  The  puza  looked  good  but 
did  not  live  up  to  its  appearances. 
The  panel's  main  complaint  was  the 
sauce.  One  student  thought  it  tasted 
like  it  had  wme  in  it.  Another  said  il 
tasted  like  garlK.  Overall,  the  pizza 
earned  a 6.2. 

Demetri's  delivery  time  was  40 
minutes.  Loyola  Mudenis  should  note 
that  although  Demcin's  pizza  ap- 
pears to  be  the  least  expensive  with 
small  puzas  costing  S4.00.  a bill  must 
exceed  $5.00  for  Iree  delivery. 
Therefore,  a small  puza  costs  $5.25. 
including  the  $1.2$  delivery  fee. 

Two  Crazy  Greeks  also  earned  a 
6.2  total  score.  The  sauce  and  crust 
were  rated  significantly  below  the 


mean  averages.  Complaints  included 
a greasy  appearance  knd  a flaky. 
pastry-Uke  crust,  according  to  the 
panel  study. 

Two  Crazy  Greeks  provided  the 
slowest  delivery  time  - one  hour. 

The  cost  of  a large  pizza  at  Two 
Crazy  Greeks  was  $6.25  but  toppings 
cost  $1.20  each. 

The  student  panel  ranked  Melan 
zoni's  last  with  a 3.6.  The  panel  said 
the  crust  was  thin  and  chewy.  They 
found  that  the  cheese  was  sparse  and 
(he  sauce  was  bland.  One  student 
said  the  sauce  tasted  like  Spaghciti- 
O’s.  The  puza  neither  looked  nor 
tasted  appeiicing. 

Melanroni’s  took  50  minutes  to 
deliser  its  pizza  to  an  on-campus 
location. 

The  cost  of  a small  pizza  at  Meinn 
zoni's  is  $4.55  and  extra  toppings 
cost  70  cents  each. 

The  panel  has  made  their  choice  so 
now  you  decide.

Takes  Soccer  Tournament

A penally  kick  by  Stan  Koziol  with 
7:38  kft  in  overtime  gave  Loyola  a 
3-2  victory  over  Lafayette  Colkge  in 
the  championship  game  of  the  llih 
annual  Loyola  Invitational  soccer 
loumamenl  last  Sunday. 

Koziol’s  goal  was  set  up  when 
Lafayeue  defender  Paul  Mignon  in- 
icniionally  touched  the  ball  with  his 
hand  inside  the  penalty  area.  Loyola 
was  awarded  a penalty  kick  which 
Koziol  put  into  the  left  comer  of  the 
net  past  Lafayette  goalie  Mail  Lan- 
cor. 

As  Koziol  was  selling  up  to  kick. 
Lancor  knew  which  way  Koziol  was 
going  to  go. ' ' I can  see  w here  a player 
is  going  to  kkk  Ihe  ball  by  the  way  he 
seu  himself." 

Koziol.  meantime,  had  some 
thoughts  of  his  own  in  preparing  for 
the  kick.  "I  kept  telling  myself  to  do 
it  just  like  in  practice."  he  said. 

He  did  just  like  m practice,  too. 
Lancor  made  the  right  guess  as  to 
where  Koziol  was  going  to  go  and 
dove  to  his  right.  "1  got  my  thumb 
on  it."  said  Lancor.  "but  he  really 
blasted  it."  The  ball  hit  the  back  of 
Ihc  net  and  all  Loyola  had  to  do  was 
to  kill  the  remaining  lime  for  the  win. 

The  scoring  started  with  18:52  re- 
maining in  the  first  half  as  Chris 
W’ebberl  coseried  a pass  from  Joe 
Barger  for  a 1-0  Loyola  lead.  That 
lead  stood  up  until  a brilliant  se- 
quence of  goals  late  in  the  second 
half  put  the  game  into  overtime. 

W'ith  12:45  left  in  regulation  lime. 
Brian  O'Reilly  tied  the  game  for 
Lafayette  when  he  put  the  ball  past 


Greyhound  goalie  Billy  W'ilson.  Dave 
Ccrriiy  then  gave  Loyola  a 2-1  lead 
with  11:37  remaining  when  he  stuffed 
a rebound  off  a shot  from  W'cbbcri. 
The  Leopards  came  right  back  down 
the  field  to  score  29  seconds  later 
when  Matt  Marinclli  scored  on  a re- 
bounded shot. 

The  remainder  of  regulation  time 
wav  thrilling  as  both  teams  had  some 
decent  scoring  chances,  but  neither 
team  could  capitalize,  setting  up 
overtime  and  Koziol's  winning  kick. 

The  crowds  for  both  days  were 
large,  with  Sunday’s  attendance 
esiimalcd  at  1.500.  This  fan  support 
pleased  the  team  and  especially  Stan 
Koziol.  Koziol.  who  was  named 
.M-V.P-  of  Ihe  tournament,  wanted 


to  talk  about  the  fans  before  saying 
anything  about  the  game.  "We  want 
to  thank  the  fans  for  coming  out  and 
supporting  us.  It’s  great  for  us 
because  of  the  students’  support,"  he 
said.  "We  hope  they  keep  it  up.” 

The  victory  gave  Loyola  a 7-0-2 
record.  They  arc  unbeaten  in  their 
last  18  games  since  the  middle  of  last 
season.  The  Greyhounds  ate  also 
ranked  I2lh  in  the  latest  national  soc- 
cer poll  conducted  by  the  Inter- 
collegiate Soccer  Association  of 
America  (ISAA). 

Bill  Scnio,  Loyola  head  coach, 
praised  Lafayette  for  their  effort  in 
the  final.  "Lafayeilc  played  well  and 
they  loaded  up  their  goal  area."  he 
said.  *'Wc  played  right  into  that  con- 


gested area."  Then  he  turned  his  at- 
tention to  his  team.  "I  am  very  proud 
of  this  team.  They  are  a great 
group.”  he  said.  "When  we  get  our 
total  game  together,  we  will  be  one 
great  team." 

In  ihe  consolation  game,  Boston 
College  beat  the  University  of  Rhode 
Island  1-0  in  overtime.  A goal  by 
B.C.’s  Steve  Musicllo  at  101:54  was 
the  only  goal  in  defensively  v'omroll- 
cd  game.
